Memory Of Thurman 
Remains With Students

A familiar face to students and 
faculty last year will not be seen 
this year as a result of a tragedy. 

Gene Thurman, beloved lan¬ 
guage teacher during 1956-57, died 
August 17, three days after being 
found unconscious in a Mexico 
City suburb. An autopsy report 
stated he died of a skull fracture. 
He had been stripped of money 
and personal belongings. 

A firm believer in teaching one’s 
own experiences, Thurman was 
touring Mexico alone to familiarize 
himself with the language and 
customs. 

He made a similar trip—by bi¬ 
cycle—through Europe two years 
ago. 

Those who took French and Ger¬ 
man last year will recall his 
friendly smile and good-natured 
personality both in and outside of 
class. Fun and frolic as well as 
many hours of laborious drill 


characterized class periods. 

The German class met period! 
cally for meals prepared by their 
teacher. These sessions gave the 
students opportunity to develop a 
speaking knowledge of the lan¬ 
guage. 

Among Thurman’s activities out 
side of class was participation in 
the Civil Theater production of 
“Reclining Figure” and taking vio¬ 
lin lessons. 

Each Tuesday afternoon he pre¬ 
sented an hour of record music for 
students and teachers. His record 
collection included French, Orien¬ 
tal and modern American music as 
well as many other kinds. 

Thurman was a native of Atlan¬ 
ta, Ga. He was buried in Austin, 
Aug. 25. 

Although he is gone, memory of 
him will remain with those who 
knew and admired him. The feel¬ 
ing of his students was well ex¬ 
pressed by a French student who 
said: “Instructors can be replaced, 
but not friends.”

Robinson Is Teaching 
New Technology Course 


Instructor George Robinson is 
teaching the first Petroleum Tech¬ 
nology course at Tyler Junior Col¬ 
lege. 

Robinson, a consultant geolo¬ 
gist and independent oil operator 
gained his knowledge of the oil 
industry from his family while 
growing up and from practical ap¬ 
plication. 

He comes from probably the 
oldest independent oil family in 
East Texas. His family’s interest 
began back in 1914 with the 
Burke Burnet field. 


College Begins New 
Technical Program 


Twenty men are charter mem¬ 
bers in the college’s newest tech¬ 
nical program, petroleum technol¬ 
ogy. They are also the only junior 
college students in Texas enrolled 
in such a program. 

Other junior colleges offer pe¬ 
troleum courses, Forest Griffin, 
director of trades and industrial 
education, said, but this is the first 
two-year, complete petroleum 
technology program. 

The local program is backed by 
a number of Tyler oilmen and of¬ 
fers class-laboratory work com¬ 
bined with practical oilfield ex¬ 
perience. 

Gene Robinson, petroleum tech¬ 
nology instructor, said “the course 
was well underway, but it is still 
in the process of organization with 
need for additional equipment.” 

Griffin said the course, was con¬ 
ducted on a scientific level and is 
one of the better technical courses 
TJC has ever offered. 

The curriculum includes train¬ 
ing in exploration, development, 
marketing, and construction and 
maintenance. Major emphasis is 
on oilfield operations with oppor¬ 
tunity for field trips and employ¬ 
ment. 

Jobs listed for the graduate in¬ 
clude geological or geophysical 
crew member, field or laboratory 


assistant, sales engineer or man¬ 
ufacturer’s representative, special 
oil tool operator or service man, 
drilling mud engineer, oil well 
pumper, rotary helper-derrick- 
man-drilling, oil well cementer, 
oil well supply store clerk, oil well 
fishing tool operator, oil emul¬ 
sion treater, roustabout, pipeline 
gauger, gas meter service man, 
natural gasoline plant, and labo¬ 
ratory technician. 

Griffin said the course would 
include nine months of classroom 
work and three months of practical 
experience in the East Texas and 
other oil fields during summer 
months. 

Students completing the course 
will receive an associate of arts 
degree in petroleum technology. 


Robinson is a strong believer in 
practical experience. He agrees 
that degrees are necessary today, 
but he knows the value of practi¬ 
cal knowledge in the oil business. 

Robinson believes this course, 
when it has been fully expanded 
at Tyler Junior College, will go 
a long way in relieving the needs 
of independent operators. 

For the past four years since 
his release from military service 
Robinson has worked for the M. E. 
Robinson Company in an inde¬ 
pendent status. He has done geo¬ 
logic and production engineering 
work for a select group of clients. 

Robinson has also owned and 
operated his own production in 
West Texas. 

A master sergeant in the air 
force during World War II and 
the Korean conflict, Robinson 
taught aircraft engine and main¬ 
tenance courses, a mobile training 
unit and at the air force technical 
school at Chennault Air Force 
Base in Illinois. 

Believing in “learning by do¬ 
ing” Robinson pointed out the 
quick progress his students have 
already made. 

“They are able to pick out any 
mineral and identify it now.” He 
was referring to the 36 different 
minerals the students have had to 
identify during the first nine 
days of class. 

Robinson said he expected his 
students to continue the fast pace 
of learning throughout the two- 
year program. 

They will advance from -the 
study of minerals into physical 
geology and then into map read¬ 
ing.

Dr. Jean Speller Brown, the 
most recent instructor to join the 
speech department, teaches both 
day and night classes.

Then she went abroad with the 
professional theater, “but all the 
way through,” Dr. Brown recall¬ 
ed, “I had a love for writing.” 

On the subject of a student’s 
choosing a career, Dr. Brown used 
her own career as an answer: 

“I think a student should de¬ 
cide on one career and stick with 
it—my warring between two ca¬ 
reers has been fun but a struggle. 

“I have accomplished some de¬ 
gree of success in each, I think I 
can say. I love both. I try to give 
my students as much time indiv¬ 
idually as I can for I love teach¬ 
ing and working with people— 
yet I live to write. 

“I have found,” she continued, 
“I can cheat myself out of writing 
time but I cannot cheat a student 
of his time. I think every teacher 
should feel he owes this to his 
students.” 

Dr. Brown lives at 811 West 
Ninth with her two children, 16- 
year-old Tom Jr. and daughter 
Allison, 13. A third daughter is 
married and has a 19-month-old 
son. 

“Which makes me a doting 
grandmother,” beamed the youth¬ 
ful looking Dr. Brown.

Grier Is Authority On Mexican 
Life 

Grier replaced the late Gene 
Thurman in the language depart¬ 
ment. Grier has had extensive 


training with the Mexican people 
and is well acquainted with their 
customs' and speech. 

He spends his time traveling in 
Mexico during the summer 
months. This past summer he act¬ 
ed as a guide for a group of tour¬ 
ists in Mexico. 

Grier holds a masters degree 
from Emory University and his 
BA comes from Erskine College. A 
South Carolina man, he came to 
TJC from the University of Texas 
where he was a graduate assist¬ 
ant. 

His past experience in Spanish 
includes two years at Kingsville 
where he taught at a school for 
Mexican boys in 1954-56. 

Mills, Graduate Of Rice 
Another Rice graduate on the 
TJC staff this fall is the new his¬ 
tory and English instructor, Mills. 

Mills received his MA and BA 
from Rice and has been teaching 
at the University of Texas for the 
past couple of years. Mills has a 
variety of outside interests which 
include photography, stamp col¬ 
lecting and classical as well as 
•semi-classical music. 

The rather quiet mild mannered 
instructor comes from Houston, is 
married and has a rather full 
schedule this year of lecturing to 
history and English students at 
Apacheland while working on his 
doctors degree.

(4) beside the Teepee. 

The administration has recom¬ 
mended a few suggestions in an 
effort to insure the safe and easy 
flow of traffic. These suggestions 
include: 

(1) Observe the markings; use 
only one lane. 

(2) Do not block the service en¬ 
trance to the cafeteria; trucks 
must load and unload in this 
space. 

(3) Pull far enough into a park¬ 
ing lane to allow extra clearance 
in the driving lanes; over extension 
handicaps parking and turning 
and could be serious in event of 
an emergency. 

(4) Do not park in unauthorized 
places; the dean issues special 
permits to park in lanes marked 
with yellow naint. Thoso lane^ are 


reserved for disabled students and 
should be respected. 

(5) Cars should not be parked 
in places not marked by white 
stripes. 

(6) Students are reminded that 
there are four college parking 
lots within easy access to classes, 
and that every student cannot pos¬ 
sibly park on the Teepee narking 
lot. If the four parking lots are 
utilized, the college provides 
enough parking space for each 
student to park three cars.

QUITS LONGHORN CONFERENCE 

Wagstaff Plays Tribe 
Under National Rules 


The Tyler Junior College Apa¬ 
ches will play the ’57 season 
schedule under National rather 
than Longhorn Conference rules 
according to Head Coach Floyd 
Wa gstaff. 

Tyler Junior College withdrew 
from the Longhorn conference on 
. Friday, Sept. 6th following con¬ 
ference conflicts and after a spe¬ 
cial meeting of school officials at 
the college. 

Coach Wagstaff said at that time 
TJC was withdrawing from the 
Longhorn Conference because of 
several reasons. 

“It is not an issue of being an¬ 
gry at anyone, or trying to spite 
anyone,” he said, “It is an issue 
of what we thing is best for Ty¬ 
ler Junior College.” 

At the same time Dr. H. T. Jen¬ 
kins, president, announced, “There 
have been frequent disagreements 
concerning conference policies and 
an accumulation of these differ¬ 
ences over a period of time has 
led the school to drop its member¬ 
ship.” 

Longhorn Conference eligibil¬ 
ity rules, probably the tightest 
of any league in the nation, figur¬ 
ed in the conference conflict. 
DelMar, Victoria, Wharton have 
~*-sncelled their ’57 football sched¬ 
ule with the Apaches, however, 
Wagstaff has filled two of the 
vacant spots. 

The University of Houston fresh¬ 
men and the Texas Tech frosh will 
substitute for two of the teams, 


leaving Nov. 16 open. This is the 
date Tyler was to play the annual 
grudge battle with Kilgore. 

The board of directors and other 
officials of Tyler Junior College 
met Sept. 16 and gave Wagstaff 
a 100 per cent vote of confidence. 

The board unanimously adopt¬ 
ed the rules and regulations of the 
National Junior College Aathletic 
Association to govern the school’s 
future athletic program. 

Although the Longhorn Con¬ 
ference teams approved cancel¬ 
lation of all athletic competition, 
the chances are that they will meet 
Tyler later in regional basketball 
on a non-conference basis. The 
regional tournament provides 
teams for competition in the na¬ 
tional tournament at Hutchinson, 
Kan. 

Tyler has always been in the 
tournament, along with several 
other members of the conference. 

Wagstaff said he had no imme¬ 
diate plans for trying to get into 
another conference or of forming 
a new conference as is rumored.

He presents 
the football player’s version of how a 
fame should be viewed. 

The great American game of 
football is enjoyed by millions 
yearly. Here are a few tips to help 
you enjoy the game more: 

Become acquainted with pre¬ 
game reports in newspapers. 

Get a program, study the num¬ 
bers and mannerisms of the start¬ 
ing eleven, particularly the backs. 
Linemen stay pretty much at home 
in their positions, but backs roam 
over the field. 

Make mental notes regarding un¬ 
usual characteristics of individual 
players. You may spot, a good 
passer, quick kicker, or excep¬ 
tionally fast player who may be 
called, on to perform his specialty 
during the game. 

As a rule most teams punt on 
fourth down. Fans are constantly 
objecting to punting on fourth 
down when short yardage is need¬ 
ed in the middle of {he field. But 
an accurate punter may put the 
opponent “in the hole” where 
their offense is limited. 

The operation of tackles are 
good indicators of the run or pass. 
If a tackle moves across the line 
of scrimmage, it must be a run. 
If he turns out or stops at the line, 
it is very likely to be a pass. 

If an offensive end blocks the 
opponent to his inside, it is quite 
certain the play will run outside 
his position. If he moves across the 
line, he is attempting to block 
down field for a play run to the 
opposite, side, or his move is part 
of a pass pattern. 

Many advocates of the pass and 
multiple offense feei the defense 
has caught up with the basic run¬ 
ning attacks. 

You may sometimes wonder 
what the player facing the defen¬ 
sive team with his back to the of¬ 
fensive huddle is doing. He is 
known as the defensive quarter¬ 
back. His job is as important to 
the defense as-is the offensive sig¬ 
nal caller is to the offense. 

Basic types of defense used to¬ 
day are the five-man line with 
four linebackers, known as 5-4 
and the four-man line with five 
linebacker, the 4-5. 

Many other defensive lineups 
are used for certain situations of 
offense maneuvers. The 5-4 and 
4-5 however, have proved highly 
successful against the usual of¬ 
fense. 

They enable linemen and line¬ 
backers to move via ““crossing” or 
“splitting” moving to different 
positions _ as the ball is snapped, 
thus making the offensive blocking 
a little tougher.

Tom Misses Month 
With Knee Injury

The New London football squad had just run another play on their 
way to district honors when time was called. The New London 
squad and three referees began wandering this way and that around 
the playing field with their heads bowed low. 

The opponents as well as fans stared in wonderment. Finally 
someone said “here it is, I found it!” the game was resumed. 

The object in question —Tom McClellan’s contact lenses. To Tom, 
this was his most embarrassing moment, having to hold up the game 
while the entire team looked for his lenses. 

Tom, 192 pound sophomore fullback for Tyler Junior College, 
has seen action in only one game with the Apaches this season 
because of a knee injury. He managed to get into Saturday’s game 
with Paris. 

He did however see quite a bit of action last year and with his 
knee healing rapidly, should turn in a good performance this year. 

Tom came to TJC from New London High School where he had 
an outstanding record both in sports and academic ability. 

In his senior year Tom was awarded the annual Rotary award for 
his top notch job with his studies, proving that athletes are not al¬ 
together brawn. He a^o plaved the lead in the school play that 
year. 

In sports he received honorable mention as all-state when Lon¬ 
don reached the State finals in 1955. 

His pole vault record of 11’6” still stands in Kilgore. In basket¬ 
ball he sank 18 of 19 free throws against Gladewater. 

He went to the state finals in football and track then found time 
to letter in baseball his senior year. 

While a junior the quiet, mild mannered star was named to the 
all-district defensive team as linebacker. He tipped the scales at a 
mere 148, 25 pounds less than when he returned for his senior year. 

Tom has played with or against such men as Jack Sledge, Larry 
Hickman, and Tyler High’s ’55 champions. 

He rates Sledge, who is a quarterback starter for TCCJ this year, 
as the best gridder he has played with. 

Tom remembers Hickman, now with Baylor, from a scrimmage 
London had with Kilgore. 

“The big 200 pounder was as agile as a cat,” Tom said, “and when 
two of us hit him he fell for what looked like an easy tackle, but 
without his knees touching the ground he threw out his hand and 
turned a flip and ran on downfield for a touchdown.” 

The letterman fullback recalls his best game in his senior year 
with the Gladewater Bears for the district title. London had to 
overcome a half-time lead by the Bears 6-0 to win. London racked 
Tip 20 points in the last half with McClellan getting six of these 
points, for the district championship. 

Tom’s future rests in law and geology. He said he wants to work 
for an oil company when he gets out of college. He has no par¬ 
ticular choice for a senior college after TJC. Tom has spent the past 
two summers working for Humble as a roustabout. 

The level-headed student, having given the question considerable 
' thought, said he would not play football unless he received a scholar¬ 
ship. Tom considers his studies more’’important than sports. 

Yet, if you ask Tom, he will tell you that he has never done 
anything worth mentioning.
